From Sidi-bel Abbes to the shores of New 
Jersej; is a rather long distance. You can check 
it on any map. When you go to a summer hotel 
you can meet a lot of unusual and interesting 
people. 1 took my family and my typewriter 
to a large hotel during one summer. There we 
met a lot of folks including one, John Purcell. 
He was a middle-aged man and evidently a 
bachelor. He enjoyed being with us on the 
beach and swimming with my children. One 
thing I noticed at once. His muscles were like 
steel. 

One Thursday evening, in the large ball room 
we played a game which was a version of "Guess 
My Line." Since people there knew me, the 
notation of "Author" was easy to label me with 
right away. When John Purcell took the chair 
he admitted that at the moment he was what 
best could be described as "retired." What had 
he been in the past ? 

As a result of the (Questioning we did learn 
he had been a soldier. But with what army.'' 
You can imagine the surprise when he told 
the group he had served with the Foreign 
Legion for five years ! But I was more delighted 
the next morning on the beach when he said 
to me: . 

"Can you use any material about the Foreign 
Legion? If so I will talk or you can ask ques- 
tions." 

"Go ahead" and talk," I suggested. "I have a 
good memory. I'll put in on paper and you can 
check it later to be certain I didn't make any 
errors." 

"The Foreign Legion has an official birth- 
day," he began. "It came into existence on 
March 10, 1831. as a result of a royal decree 
issued by King Louis Philippe of France. You 
muse understand the political situation in Europe 
at that time. There was a lot of unrest all over 
Furope. Poland had tried to get her freedom 
from Russia and the revolt had been crushed. 
What we call Italy today, was in a large part 
under the control of Austria in thpse days. And 
Italians were revolting against the control of 
Austria. Belgium wanted to separate herself 
from the Netherlands. And there were liberal 
revolutions in parts of Germany. 

So you can understand that the "refugee 
problem" wasn't exactly something newborn in 
our days. It existed more than a hundred years 
ago. Hence a lot of refugees poured into France. 
During the Napoleonic wars. Napoleon made 



use of foreign soldiers. They were looking for 
adventure and gold. After the end of Napo- 
leon's regime, there were several large groups 
of foreign soldiers who remained in France. 
A group of these soldiers had been in the Legion 
d'Hohenlohe. 

Meaiiwhile, King Louis Philippe was having 
a headache. His soldiers were fighting in Al- 
geria and suffering heavy losses. He needed 
more soldiers. The idea of using foreign troops 
wasn't exactly a new one. As every American 
knows, King George 111 hired the Hessians to 
fight against the American colonies during our 
successful bid for freedom. A Belgium adven- 
turer with the name of Baron de Bouegard made 
a simple suggestion to the King: Organi2e sll 
these people on French soil who have had mili- 
tary experience or who want to join a fighting 
force. 

The King and his^ generals went into a huddle. 
They didn't exactly like the idea. But they did 
need good fighting troops. So the Baron went 
ahead with his plan as soon as he got the O.K. 
He also helped himself to the title of Lieutenant- 
General. They were armed and uniformed. Red 
trousers an^ a heavy blue coat didn't exactly 
make the best kind of a uniform for the terrific 
heat of Africa, but that happened to be the uni- 
form of the regular French infantry. Th^ car- 
ried a flag. It was the French tri-color. In ad- 
dition there was a picture of a rooster standing 
on top of a globe. Since France felt she was the 
most important country in the world, you can 
understand why the word "France" was on the 
globe. In addition there was a notation: The 
King of the French to the Foreign Legion. 
, And they were shipped to Africa. The Arabs 
were fighting the French whom they regarded 
as invaders. The leader to the resistance was 
Abd-El-Kader. Gun smuggling even went on 
during that period of time. Abd-El-Kader man- 
aged to get enough gold to purchase rifles and 
ammunition. He also was abJe to organize his 
'men into an efficient fighting force. But be 
never figured on such a powerful fighting force 
as the Foreign Legion. 

The Legion did one very interesting thing. 
They had to move — so they built roads. Good 
solid roads and they even became known as 
road builders. The city of Constantine was a 
very important military object. The Arabs were 
determined to hold it. The French were deter- 
mined to take it. When you have two fighting 



forces, both brave, then you get fierce fighting. 
The Arabs had both mounted and foot soldiers. 
They developed a technique of fighting as fol- 
lows: Behind the rider was a foot soldier. There 
would be a charge. The foot soldier jumped off 
the horse and made his attack. The Legion took 
a terrible beating. The fourth and fifth bat- 
talions were under the command of General 
Trezel. What saved them from complete anni- 
hilation was the fact that the French were able 
to use their artillery. 

But the French were determined to take Con- 
stantine regardless of how severe the fighting 
may be. So in January, 1837, they landed an 
expeditionary force in Algiers. It was composed 
of French regular army troops, artillery, and the 
engineers: They were joined by a battalion from 
the Foreign Legion. 

It was necessary now to use artillery to take 
the city. For in those days leading cities were 
still protected by heavy stone walls. In the case 
of Constantine, artillery was placed high on the 
walls, and Turkish artillery men handled these 
big guns. The attack was on ! 

The defenders were willing to fight to the 
last man. They regarded this as sort of a holy 
war. When the French commander. General 
Damremont asked the enemy to surrender in his 
reply he was told that "as long as one of us re- 
mains alive, you will not take Constantino'" It 
was a tough attack on that walled city. General 
Damremont was killed and General Valee took 
his place. The French artillery kept up the shell- 
ing until they ran .out of ammunition. Food 
started to run low and the horses were ex- 
hausted. What was to be done? 

"We shall take the city by assault," decided 
General Valee. 

In fiction this sounds dramatic. But in real 
life it can be terrifying. For the Arabs were ' 
good shots. And they had the protection of the 
walls. The assault began. It would be simple 
to say it just was beaten back. The Arab sharp- 
shooters were picking off the French. The 
French regrouped and tried a second assault. 
But the fire of those sharpshooters was de- 
vastating. Yet they felt if they could get up to 
the wall, then they could get through into the 
city. Why? 

Because the French artillery had made a 



breech in the wall. The defenders fbonid have 
organized a repair group and fixed the gap. 
But they didn't. Evidently they figured 3l^ 
had defeated the French and it would only be 
a matt^ of time before the attadcers were wiped 
out. Then the French commander called upon 
the Foreign Legion. 

"Get through !" was the order. 

So the Foreign Legion made the charge. 
They just kept on going; up to the wall^ through 
the opening in it, and then right into the city. 
The rest of the French soldiers followed. From 
then on it became a hand-to-hand battle, and a 
house-to-house fight. But finally the city sur- 
rendered. 

From the viewpoint of fighting, what was 
important was the pattern established l^ the 
Foreign Legion. If a fortified place had to be 
taken, and ordinary fighting plus artillery 
couldn't do the trick, then the Legion would 
charge ! 

Yet there would always be men to join the 
Foreign Legion. If the ranks were decimated, 
they soon would be filled up. However, I feel 
it is very important to clear up one misconcep- 
tion about the men who join the Foreign I^gton. 
Somehow, there has grown the impression that 
criminals find the Foreign Legion a safe hiding 
place, A man can join the Foreign Legion and 
use a false name. But he is fingerprinted ! 
Criminals are not wanted and they just can't get 
in. Actually when a man wants to join the For- 
eign, the officer tells him to think it over. Come 
back the next day. For enlistment is a five year 
term. Low pay, hard conditions, and a better 
world outside. 

Why should a man want to join? There are 
many reasons. You would think of the call of 
adventure as being the most important. Alas, it 
isn't. Actually the two most important reasons 
are economic and political. Aten unable to make 
a living, without family obligations, join for 
security. Other men may be political refugees. 
Think of how many of them were made by 
Hitler. They came to France and enlisted in the 
Foreign Legion. Just one more thing to say. 
Maybe in story form, the heartbroken lover 
joins to forget the wonderful girl. But not in 
real life! The Legion just isn't the place for him."
